The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.

Councilman Johnson moved that the minutes of the past two metings be ap-
proved, with a correction pointed out by Councilman Long. The motion, seconded
by Councilman White, carried by the following votes

MR. NOBLE W. PRENTICE, MR, JOHN BROAD, MR. EDDY BROWN, and MR. ®. B. MOODY
representing the Austin Chamber of Commerce asked the Council to proceed with
the selection of Architects and consultants to prepare plans and specifications
for a Municipel Auditorium, so that when materilals were avallable, everything
would be in order to call for bids and start construction., The Mayor stated he
would call & meeting next week with the Convention Committee and Auditorium
Committee, and work out some details and a prospectus.

MR. B, B, BOWELL stated the plumbing industry had not had opportunity to
go over this new plumbing ordinance. The Meyor asked him o secure as many cop-
ies ag he wanted and study it and make any comments or suggestions, and that no
getion would be taken until next Thursday or the next, giving him and others s
chence to study the propvosed ordinance. MR.J. O, ANDREWARTHER, suggested any
matters pertaining to plumbing should elso be referred to the Health Department.
The Mayor stated many had been called in on this, and he felt that Mr. Andrewar-
ther and the othews would be pleased with this o dirence.
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The recommendation of the Traffic Engineer regarding "Proposed Installe-
tion of Traffic Signels at the Intersection of Red River and 23rd Street™, dated
March 18, 1952, (copies of which had been sent out to members of the Council)
was brought up for consideration, MR. W. TRENCKMAN appeared in interest of the
recommendation made, and stated it was his belief that if the 25 mile speed
limit were set and enforced, end certain corners be cut down to increase the
vigibility, that would be a golution to the problem in general. The Mayor
stated all traffic controls were not permanent, and that this would probably be
the best solution at this time.

The Council recognized BILL STOERMER and MARY ANN COOQK, students from
University Junior High School.

IR. B. H. GIVENS inviked the Council to attend a mesg meting at the Doris
Miller Auditorium April 16, at 8330 P.M. at which time the officials would pre-
sent detdls of the merger of Tillotson and Sam Huston Colleges. He inquired
about the time the colored people would have & fire station menned by colored
firemen. The City Manager stated it was plmmned as soon as the station in Go-
valle was completed that the Lydia Street Station would be manned by colored fir
men. Dr. Givens asked about the traffic light at 12th and Chicon. The City
Manager said this light was aveilable, but no controls had been received for it.
Dr. Givens asked for a study on the traffic at Alirport Boulevard and Eagt 12th,
with reference to havingtraffic held up for funeral processions. The Mayor asked
the City Manager to study this location. Dr. Giveng also asked for a street
light at 17th and Chestnut. Councllman Long inguired 1if this switch from the
nevw station to the Lydia Street Fire Station wassatisfactory. Dr. Givens stated
it was with him personally, and later he had others to state this Lydia Street
Fire Station was satisfactory--Mr., Hemner, Rev. J. H. Owens, Pastor Wesley Chape
M. J. Washington, J. B, Hill, 0. H. Elliott, 0. R. Lott, Sr., Mrs. B. M. Van
Dyke, and Rev, Davis.

MR. MARVIN DEEN, Green Cross Ambulance, complained of the present rotation
sys tem being used by the Funeral Home Directors in responding to ambulance calls
He stated his company was not included in this rotation plan; and if it were, it
would be next yeer before it could be called. He suggested setting up zones,
or a rotation system like is used with the wreckers; or a rotation plan on
shorter time. The City Mansager explained the present plan, stating it was a vol{
untary arrangement, and there was no ordinence governing the matter of operationg
of ambulances. After discussion, Counéilman Long moved that the Mayor get in
touch with all these companies and work out a solution to these problems. The

MR. D, D. JOHNSON, 5407 Shoal Creek, asked the City tb clear off the properMy

along Shoal Creek Boulevard, which had been dedicated to the City for park and
utility purposes. Councilman White stated this property was not large enough for

a rark, but would be an excellent place for a neighborhood picnic place. The Cit
Menager stated at the present time a major sewer line was being plannasd to F-3]
through this area: and after it was finished, the place could be cleared off and
used as a pienic gwund. - MRS. GUSTAVE BENTRUP, North Austin Civie Club, presented
a letter endorgling this projeéct as a park.

MR, CURPIS MOSTELLER appeared offering chaerts and suggestions regarding traT-

fic. The Mayor mede an gppointment with him Tuesdsy at 10:00 A.M. to go over the
suggestions and get them written in a form to present to the Council,

Councilman Long hed & complaint on the finished paving on Bonnie Road and
Dillman, as there seemed to have been loft a ditch at the foot of the hill. MR,
LATSON stated the ditch was there for drainage, but he was going to check the
elevation., Acceptance of Unit 17 of the 3rd PavingProgram was postponed until
the following week pending this check.

MRS. MAUDE PRIDGEON presented z petition pertaining to meter deposits. The
resolution setting out a schedule to reflect the minimum deposits to be required
of prospective pustomers for water and light services was dlscussed and amended.

That in cases where the minimum deposits herein required for a prospective
commercial customer do not equal the estimsted average monthly Bill of such com-
mercial customer, the Water and Light Department may require such deposit to be
increased to an amount equal to such estimated average monthly bill,

and Light Department when the prospective customer is a governmental agency.

(1) A gas main in RAILROAD STREET, from Rosewood Avenue southerly
150 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said RAILROAD STREET.

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(2) A gas main in EAST 13th STREET, from a point 61 feet east
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of Clifford Street westerly 225 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 7.5 feet south of and parallel to the norih property
line of said EAST 13th STRERT.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(3) A gas main in NORTH STREET, from a point 62 feet east of
Lymen Place easterly 78 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 7.5 feet south of and parallel to the north property line of
said NORTH STREET.

Sald gas main deseribed above shall have a cover of not less
than 24 feet.

(4) A gas main in EAST 554 STREET across Link Avenue intersection,
the centerline of which gms main shall be 7.5 feet south of and
parallel to the north property line of said EAST 555 STREET.

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(5) A gas main in LINK AVENUE, from West 553 Street northerly
105 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet west
of and parallel to the east property line of gaid LINK AVENUE,

, Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2 feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is baged upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have reference to the fact that greater
depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union Gas
Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before
such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or
replacement of any underground utility damsged during the construction of lines
named in this reseclution. '

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vieinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of saild gas mains, including the excavation in
the sireets, and the restoration and mzintenance of said streets after said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the
Clty Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said compeny by the City of Austin.
